Outwardly and visibly Mr. Biggar 
remained the same, save that he 
changed the gorgeous sealskin 
waistcoat and gold chain of earlier 
days for soberer black. But in- 
wardly there was a great con- 
version. When the Liberal Party 
took up Home Rule, it discovered, 
among other things, that Mr. 
Biggar was not a monster, but . 
a human being among them- 
selves—a man of great courage, 
business talent, persistence, daunt- 
less pursuit of a purpose to which 
he was devoted. Privately he had 
many eccentricities which were 
favourite subjects of jest with his 
colleagues. His ‘‘nearness,’’ his 
gallantry, his humour—yes, and 
a certain kindness of heart and 
sensitiveness of temper, were all 
matter for fun-makinz. There 
were all sorts of contradictions in 
his character. He would grudge 
a halfpenny to a waiter, but he 
supported a family to whom he 
owed no kindness, but the re- 
verse.

The Commission Report 


forms the first great Parliamentary topic of the 
Session. No one quite knows what will happen. 
The Government propose simply to thank the 
Commissioners for writing it and to lay it on 
the table, much, to quote Mr O’Brien, as if it 
were the Report of a Railway Commission. ‘The 
Opposition, however, objected to this, but there 
were some divisionsamong them as toanalternative 
course. Sir William Harcourt, I believe, was in 
favour of proposing a direct negative. Ulti- 
mately, after a good deal of talk and canvass- 
ing, it was decided to move a strongly worded 
amendment, which Mr Morley read out in tones 
which rang through the House with that kind of 
anvii-like note that you still get out of the ex- 
Premier’s voice when it is atits best. The question 
is, What will the Government do? Through 
some individual members, they have already 
expressed strong disapprobation of the con- 
duct of the Times. As gentlemen; they 
could do no less. Put they have also held— 
through other individual members—that the 
politica findings of the Report involved the 
gravest charges against Mr. Parnell and his 
colleagues. What can they do: They will have 
vo adhere to the bare resolution of thanks. If 
they accept Mr. Gladstone’s resolution, the for- 
ward party will clamour for Sir Charles Lewis’s 
Amendment declaring that the Parnellites are 
guilty of treason and criminal conspiracy. But, 
if the House affirms this also, the Parnellites 
could hardly continue to be members of it. Itis 
a dilemma, which the Government will, I believe, 
avoid by sitting as still as possible, thanking the 
Commission—and beyond this doing nothing. 


Henry Labouchere. 

From the pictorial point of view the chief 
interest of the debate will, I suspect, be Mr. 
Labouchere’s part in it. Now, Mr. Labouchere 
has two ruling passions—rebuilding houses and 
removing into them, and detective work. The 
Pigott business was his delight. He revelled in 
it. He played with Pigott as a cat plays with 
a mouse, and I believe that Pigott’s sincerest 
mourner was the man who recognised that an 
occupation of absorbing interest was gone. Mr. 
Labouchere, however, still holds. many secrets 
in connection with the forgeries which he 
may yet give to the world, and which will 
be brief enough in the telling. That of the 
Cleveland-street.. scandals will constitute Mr. 
Labouchere’s first important Parliamentary 
appearances this Session. I have no doubt he 
will do his work very well. Parliamentary 
privilege will enable him to speak out as freely 
as he pleases, and his faculty for clear dry state- 
ment, his incisive plainness, and his childlike 
simplicity of manner are certain to make their 
mark.

Beard.” His present character, Uncle Gregory, 
will greatly enhance his reputation as an original 
comedian. 


Mr. T. Wemyss Reid. 

Anyone who looks at the last number of the 
Speaker—the eighth—will see a great change 
from its first issue. The journal is better printed 
and better arranged than at first, and there are 
some new features of a distinctly valuable 
character. Its circulation is said to be suffi- 
ciently considerable to place it on an equality 
with the other sixpenny political publications— 
the Saturday Review and the Spectator.

William Dean Howells. 
+ A new novel is promised shortly by this fas- 
cinating writer, whose studies of feminine cha- 
racter have charmed so many readers in this 
country. But Mr. Howell: has a much larger 
circle of admirers in his own country. His 
method is not sensational, and does not appeal to 
the ordinary reader, but who with any taste can 
ignore the charm of ‘‘ The Lady of the Aroos- 
took,’’ or the exquisite sentiment of ‘‘ A Fore: 
gone Conclusión,” with its lovely descriptions 
of Venice? Mr. Howells is a native of Ohio, 
where he was born in 1837. His father was 
editor’ and publisher of a country newspaper, and 
young Howells began his career setting up type, 
and afterwards tried his ‘‘’prentice hand” at. 
setting up his own verses. He continued to work 
in this way until 1859, when he became a regular 
journalist, and published a volume of poems. In 
1861 he wrote a Life of President Lincoln, which 
brought him into notice and gained him the post 
of Consul at Venice. Venice and Italian life 
henceforth became his source of inspiration. 
His tw’ books ‘‘ Venetian Life” and ‘* Italian 
Journeys” are the most delightful reading, 
full of humour, bservation, and -poe’.cal de- 
scriptions ; but his novels have quite a fascination 
for American lady readers. His style is of 
the simplest kind, yet he makes the reader 
feel a sense of reality in his characters. He says 
| himself: ‘* He wishes he could make. >thers feel 
| the delight he We ee ge in studying everyday 
life.” In “A Chance Acquaintance,” ‘Silas 
Lapham,” ‘A Foregone Conclusion,” and ‘‘The 
Wedding Journey ’’ he has certainly done so; 
and in a tale hitherto unpublished in this country, 
and called ‘‘ Private Theatricals,”” he has given 
studies of character such as few novelists have 
equalled. It has nothing to do with theatricals, 
but the title applies to the theatrical tricks 
assumed in real life ; and the writing is exquisite.

to note she was still rather wan. Each 
night’s performance will, however, doubtless see 
her strengthened for the arduous task of which 
she acquitted herself so well on Monday night. 
The alluring Forest of Arden comedy has been 
beautifully set, the tableaux of Mr. W. 
Perkins and Mr. Bruce Smith being ex- 
tremely picturesque, forming, with the graceful 
old-world costumes, pictures most delightful to 
the eye. In the centre of the stalls sat the 
clever lady who first instructed Mrs. Langtry in 
the histrionic art—Mrs. Henry Labouchere ; and 
I have no doubt Mrs. Labouchere was among 
those most delighted to witness Mrs. Langtry’s 
remarkable improvement in the art of acting. - I 
might, perhaps, counsel fair Resalind to exhibit 
a leetle less anguish in the scene where Orlando 
throws the ‘‘ strong man ” in wrestling; likewise 
to ‘‘ let go the painter’’ to secure as much spon- 
taneity as possible. In the forest scenes, wherein, 
disguised in doublet and hose, she makes 
Orlando court her, Rosalind was bewitching 
throughout. Mrs. Langtry has learnt much 
since we saw her last in London. The constant 
study and practice of her art in America and in 
the provinces of England have imparted to 
her style power and ease to a remarkable 
degree. She is certainly a Rosalind every play- 
goer will be interested in. So accustoméd are we 
to see Jaques represented as a sententious ‘“‘prig” 
that it was quite refreshing to recognise in Mr. 
Arthur Bourchier’s Jaques a manly philosopher 
and a natural type—in fine, the best Jaques I 
ever remember to have seen. A warm word of 
raise also for the sweetly natural Celia of 
Miss Amy McNeil; for the Audrey of Miss 
Marion a and the ‘Touchstone of Mr. 
Charles Sugden ; for the coquettish Phebe of 
Miss Beatrice Lamb, who was excellent in her 
scenes with Silvius (Mr. Motihew Brodie) ; and the 
exiled Duke of Mr. Chaiies Fulton. But Mrs. 


Langtry herself was the crown of the feast; and 


more than one male auditor seemed to wish she 
would carry out her agreeable threat in the 
admirably spoken epilogue. 


I don’t think the Comédie Francaise itself could 
furnish art so exquisitely finished as that which 
Mr. Hare displays in what I venture to think is 
his masterpiece—the new part of Benjamin 
Goldfinch in Mr. Sydney Grundy’s new comedy, 
“A Pair of Spectacles,” adapted from ‘‘ Les 
Petits Oiseaux” of MM. Labiche and Delacour. 
The comedy achieved an instant success at the 
comfortable Garrick, and proveda welcome change 
from the horrors of “ La Tosca.” Plot is of the 
slightest, dealing mainly with Benjamin’s trans- 
formation from being a docile, home-loving 
philanthropist to a suspicions curmudgeon for 
the nonce, doubting his wife and friends and 
tenants and tradesmen: But the character of Ben- 


‘jamin Goldfinch is portrayed by a series of such 


subtle strokes of art, human nature absolutely 
realised to the life, that rare delight is experienced 
in witnessing “A Pair of Spectacles.” The 
same may be said almost of Mr. Charles 
Groves’s humorous creation of the money- 
bbing, uncouth bully of a brother from 
heffield, Gregory Goldfinch, whose surly tem- 
per upsets everything in this quiet Hampstead 
household. Laughterloud and frequent is caused 
by Uncle Gregory, the wearing of whose glasses 
occasions all Benjamin’s troubles. * For quiet 
enjoyment there’s nothing in town to compare 
with the acting of Mr. Hare and Mr. Groves as 
Benjamin and Gregory Goldfinch ; and Miss Kate 
Rorke as the young wife of Benjamin, Miss 
Blanche Horlock as Lucy Lorimer, and Mr.

Srxce the series of terrible murders of women 
in squalid parts of Whitechapel shocked and 
alarmed the town, London has been moved by 
no criminal occurrence so deeply as it has been 
by the brutal murder of poor little Minnie, or 
Amelia, Jeffs, whose photograph we have the 
privilege of printing from the portrait taken by 
Mr. T. Waltenberg, 339, Bethnal Green-road. 
A P.I.P. Artist presents us with a few more 
Sketches in connection with this lamentable 
tragedy at West Ham, and gives a likeness of 
the public-spirited resident who was the first to 
offer a reward for the discovery of the atrocious 
assassin, for whom hanging would be far too 
slight a punishment. s

Poor little Minnie Jeffs, a girl of whom every- 
one who knew her speaks in the highest terms, 
would have been fifteen years old had she lived 
till March 12. She had been for a short time 
at service as nurse-girl at a Mrs. Harvey’s in 
West Ham. Her sorrowful father, Charles 
Albert Jeffs, a machine-man in the employ 
of the London, Tilbury, and Southend Rail- 
way, at their Plaistow Works, explained at the 
inquest that Minnie only left school about a 
twelvemonth ago, and after her short term of 
service as nurse-girl went on a visit to her aunt 
at Weston-super-Mare, from April to September 
last. She was last seen alive by her parents. on 
Friday evening, the 3lst of January last, when 
she was quite well and in good spirits. On that 
fatal evening she was sent from her home at 
38, West-road, West Ham, to buy-some fish at 
the shop in Church-street; and she was never 
seen alive again by her father and mother. 
Between the hours of six and seven, how- 
ever, on the evening in question, another little 
girl, Elizabeth Harner, met Minnie Jeffs carrying 
her basket in the West-road, when Minnie said 
she was going “‘up by West Ham Church.” 
Though inquiries were made by the distressed 
father, the police, and neighbours, and a partial 
search was made in some of the empty houses— 
why did not the authorities at once see that every 
empty house was thoroughly ransacked ?—the 
dead body of the missing child, who had been 
outraged and then murdered, was not found in 
the cupboard of an empty top-room at 126, 
Portway, till Friday morning, Feb. 14! Had 
but an exhaustive search been instituted in 
every empty house in West Ham, the dis- 
covery would, in all probability, have been 
made the night of the murder; and the police 
might instantly have been put on the track: of 
the ruthless assassin. When Dr. De Grogono, the 
Divisional Surgeon of Police, examined the body 
of the poor girl lying on the floor of the cupboard 
in the top front room of 126, Portway, he noticed, 
besides evidence of the outrage, a mark of con- 
striction round the throat. There was a scarf 
round the throat, folded, and not tied. There 
was a slight bruise on the left knee. The face 
was swollen, the pupils of the eyes dilated; the 
tongue was swollen, being pressed tightly against 
the teeth. In the constriction round the throat 
were particles of wool from the woollen scarf. 
The cause of death was suffocation from strangu- 
lation. Her appearance was consistent with 
death having taken place on Jan. 31. This was 
the pith of the evidence forthcoming at the 
Coroner’s inquiry at the King’s Head Tavern. 

* = * * * 

Mr. Foden, the public-spirited juryman who 
subscribed £25 towards the reward offered for 
the apprehension of the murderer, from the first 
interested himself in the discovery of the fugitive 
from justice. One of the public at the coroner's 
inquest offered £5 5s., and a juror, taking ad- 
vantage of the absence of the Rev. Canon Scott, 
who had been present during the inquest, said that 
gentleman was entitled to their warmest thanks 
for the action he had taken. 


* * * = 


No wonder that extraordinary public interest 
was taken on Feb. 19 in the funeral of Amelia 
Jeffs. Some thousands of people followed the 
coffin to the grave. At an early hour the body 
was removed from the mortuary to the porch of 
the West Ham parish church, and placed on tall 
trestles in the centre aisle. At half past one the 
bell was tolled and the gates thrown open, andin 
a short time the whole of the building, including 
the gallery, was thronged with men, women, and 
children, many of whom pressed around the bier 
to read the inscriptions upon the beautiful wreaths 
which had been sent by many ladies and gentlemen 
of the locality, with expressions of sympathy and 
of condolence. The local branch of the Lord’s 
Day Observance Society, the West Ham Junior 
Temperance Society, and the workmen of the 
Plaistow establishment of the London, Tilbury, 
and Southend Railway Company also sent floral 
tributes, the railway employés adding to their 
cross and wreath the text, ‘‘ Vengeance is mine; 
I will repay, saith the Lord.” A few pews-were 
reserved for the mourners, of whom the principal 
were the father and mother, the uncle and aunt, 
and other relatives of the deceased, and space 
was allotted to the girls of the Rev. Canon Scott’s 
day-schools, which Amelia Jeffs attended until a 
year ago. 

* * * ka * 

Many of the children present had known poor 
Minnie intimately, and spoke of her in the high- 
est terms. She seems to have ingratiated herself 
with everyone as a particularly quict, well- 
conducted girl. Her schoolfellows contributed 
a beautiful wreath, which was placed upon the 
polished oak coffin. Canon Scott read the first 
portion of the burial service in the church, and 
after the reading of the Scripture he added a 
few words which were spoken with much 
emotion, and many sobs were heard in all parts 
of the church as he proceeded. The rev. gentle- 
man said :— 

“I hardly like to run the risk of spoiling the 
effect of these glorious words from the Bible by 
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adding any poor weak words of my own; and 
yet, on such an occasion as this, it seems 
impossible not. to say something, if only to 
express the grief and shame which I am sure we 
all feel—grief that one so young should have 
been carried away by an end so terrible and 
horrible; shame to think that in a Christian 
land like ours, in a place close to our own 
doors, a crime, which would have been a 
disgrace to a savage, should have been com- 
mitted.’ It is a shame, I say, as well as a 
grief. May God protect us, and not lay the 
blame on this Christian land! You know how I 
loved ‘the schoolchildren, and how the schools 
were the very centre of my interest and attach- 
ment; and now that one, although not up to the 
last moment attending the day-schools, but a 
member of the Sunday-schools, whose character 
was perfectly pure and unsullied—an_ honest, 
good Christian girl—should have been treated as 
the deceased has been, and made away with 
in a manner so shocking, redoubles the grief 
of us all. It is as utterly perplexing and 
as mysterious, and is as altogether beyond 
the comprehension and imagination, as it well 
can be. I am sure we are all baffled to con- 
ceive how it could have happened. We do 
hope that God in His providence may unearth the 
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mystery, and—if it be not wrong in God’s house 
to say it—that He may bring the perpetrator 
to justice. It has been very pleasant to me to 
notice what deep sympathy this terrible event 
has excited. From the north, south, east, and 


west I have received letters, and from among the 


neighbours close at home there have been received 

these beautiful wreaths, one of them being a 

tribute from the deceased’s schoolfellows,”’ After 

expressing condolence with the parents the rev. 

gentleman concluded, and the schoolchildren 

sang the hymn, 4 Brief life is here our portion.” 
* * * * 


As the organ played the Dead March in 
‘ Saul” the coffin was borne out of the church 
and placed in a glass-panelled hearse, which wits 
followed by four mourning-coaches. The route 
to the East London Cemetery was along the 
Portway, past the house where the murder is 
supposed to have been committed, and down 
West-road, where: the Jeffs live. Crowds of 
people were assembled at. every point, and large 
numbers awaited the procession in the burial- 
ground. Mr. M. Murray, the superintendent, 
had made every necessary arrangement, and no 
time was lost in forming, with the aid of the 
police, a way through the great gathering to the 
grave. The coffin was followed by the father

I often wish that Michael Angelo could have 
fulfilled his plan of carrying the Loggia dè Lanzi 
right round the Piazza; bnt, as it stands, it is 
beautiful enough to satisfy the most fastidious 
taste. It houses 


A Good Many Statues, 


some good, some bad, and mostly all of a blood- 
thirsty character. A tablet inserted in its wall 
(surmounted by that unhappy Roman wolf and 
her hungry foster-children to be met with in 
every Italian city) speaks with pride of the 
memorableyear 1870, when Rome took again her 
place among the nations as the capital of a freed 
and united Italy, and so Dante’s Florence—the 
bellissima e famossima figliu di Roma—has realised 
in the nineteenth century the dreams of the 
idealists of the thirteenth. 

What soul-stirring, blood-curdling histories 
centre round this noble old Piazza Signoria !— 
most tragic among the memories being a certain 
bright. May morning, at the close of the fifteenth 
century, when the 


Soul of Savonarola ‘‘ Went Out in Fire”’ 


before a mixed crowd of puzzled and disap- 
pointed and vulgar-souled people all assembled 
here to witness the last humiliation of that 
noble if disappointed life. 


To the east of the Piazza stands the majestic 
old 
Palazzo della Signoria, 


whose grey walls—surmounted now by square, 
now by forked battlements—mark the v .ious 
periods of Guelph or Ghibelline sway. This 
palace fortress, built for the Gonfalonier, or 
Priors, was used as the seat of Governmentin the 
old days, as Parliament house during Florence’s 
short reign as capital of Italy, and now is use- 
ful as the centre of her municipal life. I have 
no time to explore with you the great halls, nor 
to take you up the stairs to that small chamber 
of the alberghettino where Cosimo (afterwards 
christened Pater Patriæ) was imprisoned, and 
where he nearly starved himself to death—in 
fear of poison; and where, too, Savonarola 
spent—God knows how !—those last cruel tor- 
tured weeks of his life ; but let us just peep into 
the 


Beautiful Courtyard, 
to look at the decorated columns there, and to 
admire Verocchio’s charming bronze cupid, the 
presiding genius of the fountain, in its midst—

saving, by his bright presence, our thoughts 
from growing too gloomy. 

Here, at the entrance door of the Palazzo, a 
tired old man liked to be carried, to spend the 
hot hours of the afternoon in tenderly gazing at 
his pet creation, the colossal David, which statue 
used to stand out in the Piazza there, until the 
mistake was made, quite recently, to hide it 
away, and spoil its dimensions, by housing it in 
the Academia delle Belle Arte. The exterior of 
the Palazzo della Signoria is never so beautiful 


as on some 
Grand Festa Night, 

when its dark stone walls and its exquisite tower 
are illuminated by myriads of fantastic little 
lamps, giving the whole so mystic and weird an 
effect as to carry us back, in memory, to that 
now remote period, to most of us, when in verity 
we believed in the existence of fairy-haunted 
castles ! 

I believe no city to be sorich as Florence is in 
palaces: they face one at every turn. But finest 
of them all is 


The Palazzo Strozzi. 


It stands in the middle of the fashionable Via 
Tornabuoni. Its walls are formed of gigantic 
jagged blocks of stone, giving it so strong a 
solidity as to make one imagine it will last for 
ever. On the stone seat at its base, just under 
that most graceful of all iron lamps which juts 
out from the stone wall above, is the famous 
flower-stall, whose ‘ sheaves of lily- of - the - 
valley, white lilac, white narcissus, already 
abundant, and scenting all the air in the first 
cold days of spring, seem scarcely more evan- 
escent than the crowd of men and women who 
have bloomed and passed and gone into darkness, 


while the old wall 
has stood fast, with- 
out getting so much 
as a wrinkle or line 
chiselled by age upon 
its rough stones.”’ 

Rivalling the 
Strozzi in beauty - 
and design, and in 
its majestic propor- 
tions, is ) 

The Palazzo 

Riccardi, 

in the Via Cavour 
(formerly the Via 
Larga)... In this 
palace did the old 
Cosimo Medici ex- 
claim so pathetically : 
“ Too large a house 
for so small a 
family !’’ after the 
death of his favour- 
ite son. The palace 
belonged to the 
Medici family: its 
chapel walls are en- 
tirely covered by the 
gloriously , brilliant 
frescoes of Gozzoli, 
and dark among the 
many dark memories 
of that great family. 
Here it was that 
Duke Allessandro— 
bastard brother of 
Catherine of France, 
and last male des- 
cendant of the great 
Cosimo — was so 
brutally murdered. 


The Medicean 
Coat - of- Arms, 
the palle, or balis, 
decorate the door- 
way of many a Flor- 
entine house, re- 
minding us still of 
that time when Flor- 
ence—untrue tọ her 
high ideal of Republican liberty — willingly 
stooped to the yoke of ‘‘ the one man power.” 
Not only the doorways, but the 
whole Florentine life, for centuries 
was riddled by those Medicean 
balls, and_it is impossible to speak 
of Florence without coupling with 
it the name of that great family, 
who, if it brought her to shame, 
brought her also her greatest wealth. 

Close by is the 
Convento di San Marco, 


so well-known to all lovers of Savon- 
arola. It is, to. my thinking, the 
most fascinating place in all Flor- 
ence! The monks (as is now so 
generally the case in Italy) have 
been almost entirely suppressed, so 
that the little square cells, beauti- 
fied by the lovely brush of the 
“angelical” painter, are unten- 
anted, and open to all who care to 
visit them.

Here, 
within these narrow walls, did he 
pass whole nights, now in fervent 
ecstasy, now in despairing doubt as 
to his mission, and in cruel ques- 
tioning as to the silence of that God 
in whom he trusted, and whoseemed, 
in return, so indifferent to him! 
Here, in these cells, did he write 
his famous sermons and treatises, 
eagerly studying through the long 
hours of the day. We almost see 
him there at his desk; while down- 
stairs in that

shut in by frescoed walls, waits the ‘‘ Magnifi- 
cent,” hoping, though he is too proud to ask it,

that the one man in Florence in whose justness 
he believes may descend the stairs and speak 
some word of counsel or of peace to his uneasy 
conscience. But, hungry at heart, and lonely in 
the midst of his wealth and his learned parasites, 
Lorenzo waits in vain ! Those two great master 
rulers of Florence are not to meet untilthey do 
go in the dead of night—in the room of death 
out at Careggi—on the hill! That scene, so 
dramatically tragic, so pathetically sad, is so 
familiar to us all, that I will not return to 
it; but, seated on Lorenzo’s own stone seat 
in that self-same old Careggian garden, let 
us look once more down upon this Florence 
which both these men helped, in their different 
ways, to make so great and beautiful—Florence, 
with its shining river and its countless domes and 
towers—and then turn our eyes towards Fiesole’s 
brown Etruscan walls, and beyond, again, to 
where Settignano nestles, white, among the soft 
grey of her olive-vines—and who can resist to 
echo back those loving words that are wafted to us 
from Venice’s lagunes from the lips of our great 
poet :. O Italia! non ti lascio pit !’’ Happy he 
who can visit Swinburne’s ‘‘ Heavenliest Flor- 
ence’?! Happier he who can stay to find in 
Italy no stepmother’s embrace, but, loving her, 
living in her life, realise that she is indeed the 
mother of us all! VERA.
